Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  ih  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  dnded  31st  December  1963, 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 

of  Health. 


The  mid-year  population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
at  1,730,  a  decrease  of  10  dn  1962. 

There  were  1A  live  births  compared  with  21  in  1962.  The  live 
birth  rate  was  11.16,  being  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  which 
is  18.20.  There  were  two  illegitimate  births. 

Total  deaths  numbered  27  (2A  in  1962)  and  the  death  rate  at 
11.70  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  12.20.  There  was  one 
infant  death  during  the  year. 

Tfte  main  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease 
lo,  Respiratory  Disease  A,  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  3, 
and  Cancer  3o 

Thirteen  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during 
the  year;  all  were  measles.  There  were  no  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Immunisation 

Immunisation  of  children  against  certain  infectious 
diseases  continued,  the  recommendation  programme  being  as  follows: - 

3-6  months  vaccine  against  diphtheria.  Whooping  Cough 
and  tetanus  (3  doses) 

7-10  months  -  Oral  (Sabin)  vaccine  against  Poliomyelitis 
(3  doses)  Booster  dose  of  triple  vaccine  at  18  -  21  months,  a  firthcr 
booster  dose  pf  diphtheria  and  tetanus  vaccine  at  5  and  8  years. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  recommended  between  1  and 
2  years  of  age. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  now  the  responsibility  of 
the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board.  The  supplies  in  the  area 
as  a  whole  can  only  be  described  as  highly  unsatisfactory.  Many  of  the 
samples  taken  during  the  year  show  evidence  of  contamination  with 
faceal  matter.  This  of  course  does  not  necessarily  kean  that  dangerous 
organisms  are  present.  The  absence  of  any  serious  out  break  of  disease, 
due  to  these  unsatisfactory  water  supplies,  should  not  blind  us  to 
the  danger  of  such  outbreaks  occurring.  At  any  time,  dangerous 
contamination  of  springs  might  occur,  with  disastrous  consequences. 
When  unsatisfactory  samples  are  found,  consumers  should  boil  or  filter, 
through  an  adequate  filter,  their  drinking  water. 

The  Northallerton  and 

the  Dales  Water  Board  should  be  pressed  to  provide  adequate  and  safe 
water  supplies  at  an  early  date.  The  state  of  the  existing  sewerage 
disposal  system,  and  the  lack  of  water  borne  sewerage  in  many  houses 
also  causes  concern.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be  able 
to  proceed  with  the  provision  of  adequate  sewerage  facilities  in  the 
near  future. 

Doctor  Speirs  retired  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
writer  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  from  1st  January  196A.

My  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  befe  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending,  31st  December  1963. 
SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLIES. 

.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  during  January,  February 
and  Mafch  there  was  serious  interference  with  the  supplies  throughout 
the  area,  due  to  service  and  communication  pipes  to  houses  being 
frozen.  Only  in  a  few  instances,  where  the  Council  mains  were  not 
affected  by  fiosj,  temporary  supplies  to  houses  were  provided  using 
polythene  tubing.  Even  so,  a  great  number  of  houses  were  without  a 
piped  supply  for  long  periods.  Following  the  frost,  general  shortages 
occurred  in  every  village  and  hamlet  by  reason  of  there  being  very 
many  bursty  some  of  those  underground  being  difficult  to  locate  and 
it  was  not  until  the  end  of  April  that  all  supplies  were  back  to 
normal.  During  February  it  was  necessary  to  close  Reeth  school  for 
a  week,  the  supply  to  the  School  being  completely  off  owing  to  bursts 
to  houses  at  the  lower  level. 

Until  adequate water  supplies  can  be 
provided  throughout  the  district,  no  improvement  during  severe  frosts 
can  be  expected,  the  service  and  branch  pipes  being  not  at  a 
sufficient  depth  to  afford  suitable  protection. 

Following  heavy  flooding 
during  July  of  the  Beck  at  Gr inton,  a  number  of  the  water  pipes  cross*-" 
ing  the  bed  were  broken  and  supplies  were  severely  restricted  for  3 
weeks  until  the  pipes  were  renewed. 

During  August,  storage  capacities 
dropped  to  a  low  level,  but  no  serious  shortages  occuned0 

WATER  ANALYSIS  (Bacteriological)  * :  •  it 

Of  12  samples  taken  during  the  year,  10  were  unsatisfactory  and 
only  2  satisfactory.  As  no  improvements  have  been  carried  out,  all 
supplies  in  the  area  continue  to  be  subject  to  pollution  by  surface 
water. 

*-  ••  •  , 

Proposals  to  provide  additional  storage  capacities  at  Keld  and 
Marrick  were  not  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  the  Council  being  advised  that  the  Water  Board  would  be 
taking  over  in  April  and  that  any  proposals  must  await  the  decisions  : 
of  such  Board. 

SEWERAGE 

Work  on  the  Thwaite  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
commenced  on  October  1st  and  a  steady  progress  was  made  in  the  first 
few  weeks,  but  work  on  the  site  of  the  disposal  works  was  held  up 
owing  to  adverse  weather,  the  fields  being  waterlogged.  .The  - 
excavation  for  the  sewers  proved  difficult  due  to  the  continuous 
boulder  rock  formation. 

The  proposed  scheme  for  Reeth,  Fremington  and 
Grinton  has  been  submitted  to  the  various  authorities  and  awaits  the 
inquiry  into  the  pn  posals  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  before  tenders  can  be  advertised  for.

As  no  improvements  have  been  carried  out/the  disposal  works  at 
Keld,  Muker,  Gunnerside ,  Healaugh,  C.B,  Yard,  Grinton  and  Reeth, 
the  effluents  being  discharged  into  streams  continue  to  be  classified 
"liquid  sewage” . 

At  Langthwaite,  crude  sewage  is  discharged  direct  into 

the  arkle  Beck, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Continued  difficulties  have  been  experienced  during 
the  ’year  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  household  refuse.  The 
existing  tip  in  Arkengarthdale  is  rapidly  reaching  capacity  and  in 
addition,  the  owner  of  the  estate  threatens  to  take  out  an  injunction 
to  stop  the  continued  unauthorised  tipping  of  refuse.  In  view  of  this 
situation  it  was  necessary  that  an  alternative  site  be  brought  into 
use  and  consequently  negotiations  were  completed  and  Planning  Approval 
obtained  for  a  site  at  Tottergill  Pasture  in  Arkengarthdale  and  a 
contract  for  fencing  and  preparation  of  the  site  was  entered  into, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  £700 c  Even  so,  the  Members  of  the  Council 
and  myself  were  far  from  satisfied  at  the  turn  of  events  all  attempts 
to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Rational  Parks  Committee  to  a  more 
suitable  site  having  been  unsuccessful  -  it  was  realised  that  tie  new  sits 
at  Tottergill  is  in  an  exposed  position  at  a  higher  level  than  the 
existing  tip,  exposed  to  high  winds  in  as  much  as  to  make  it  extremely 
difficult  to  prevent  loose  paper  being  blown  over  the  adjoining 
country  side  to  the  detriment  of  the  amenities.  In  addition,  it  is  a 
fact  that  for  periods  during  winter,  the  tip  will  be  inaccessible  and 
at  present,  no  alternative  is  available. 

The  attitude  of  the  National  Parks  Committee  is,  I  am  unhappy  to 
report/,  unrealistic  and  I  make  no  apology  for  expressing  this  bluntly - 
it  is  my  opinion  that  they  see  only  the  beauty  of  the  area,  the  whole 
of  which  is  within  the  National  Park  -  fair  enough  up  to  a  point, - 
but  it  seems  that  they  shrug  away  the  necessity  that  a  conveniently 
accessible  site  should  be  made  available,  a  site  that  can  be  used  ajl 
the.  year  round.  Such  a  site  has  already  been  turned  down,  that  at 
Stolerston,  in  the  parish  of  Ellerton  Abbey  and  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  have  also  turned  it  down, 
I  still  maintain  that  this  is  the  only  site  that  is  suitable  as  it  is, 
already  protected  from  winds  and  with  further  tree  planting  it  could 
be  contained  in  a  manner  that  would  raise  little  objection  to  its  use. 

It  must  be  stressed  that  over  the  past  Lf  years  every  endeavour  has 
been  made  by  myself,  the  mdmbers  of  the  Council  and  the  uounty  Planning 
Officers  to  find  a  suitable  alternative  and  one  which  can  be  developed 
within  a  reasonable  expenditure  in  relation  to  the  low  rateable  income 
In  regard  to  the  latter,  there  is  a  strong  feeling  that  the  charter  of 
the  National  Parks  is  wring,  surely  a  suitable  means  of  refuse  disposal 
can  be  provided  out  of  public  funds  where  it  can  be  shown  that  ther*r 
would  be  an  excessive  charge  on  the  local  r  atepayers  in  providing  a 
service  necessary  because  of  &he  area  being  within  the  National  Park, 
the  more  efficient  and  costly  means  of  disposal  being  necessary  to 
preserve  the  amenities  for  the  benefit  of  visitors 

With  respect,  I 

suggest  that'  the  Minister  cannot  be  fully  aware  of  the  problem  and  that 
a  full  investigation  should  be  undertaken  by  one  of  his  Inspectors, 
spending  a  few  days  (not  just  half  a  day)  about  the  District,  this 
would  then  present  the  problem  in  its  proper  perspective, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  conveniences  throughout  the  area  continue  to  be 
maintained  by  part  time  caretakers  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  only 
small  damage  has  occmred  through  vandalism. 

The  new  conveniences  at 

Langthwaite  were  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.
